€ fo that he doubted nor but every Member of that

A Burgefs for the Borough 
of Rippon in the County of York, in the Room of 
Chriftopher Lord Vifcount Caftlecomer, in the Kingdom 
of Ireland, deceas'd. 4. A_Burgefs for the Borough 
ot Bofton in the County of Lincoln, in the Room of 
Richard Wynn, Efq; deceas'd. 5. A Burgefs for the 
Borough of Bridport in the County of Dor/er, in the 
Room of William Coventry, Efq; (now Earl of Coven- 
try) call’d up to the Houfe of Peers. 6. A Burgefs for 
the Borough of Wallingford in the County of Berks, 
in the Room of Edmund Dunch, Efq; deceas’'d.

Nov. 24. Four other new Writs were order'd to be 
iffu’d out, 3.

A Burgefs for the Korough 
of Callington in the County of Cornwall, in the Room 
of Samuel Rolle, Efq; deceas’'d. 3. A Citizen for the 
City of Chichefer, in the Room of Sir Richard Far- 
vingdon, Bart. deceas'd.

Dec. 1. Several Petitions of the London Weavers ; 
of the Common Council of Norwich; Wool-combers 
of Coventry, and others; complaining of the Decay 
of Trade in the Woollen and Silken Manufa&ures, 
by reafon of the Wearing of Painted, Printed, and 
Stained Callicoes, and ot Chints and other Goods 
trom the Eaf Indies, being prefented to the Com- 
mons, were read, and referr’d to the Committee of 
the whole Houfe. Then Sir Fobn Jennings laid betore 
them an Account of all his Mayefty’s Ships and Veflels 
in Sea Pay, which had been employ’d in the Year 
1719; and fome ot the Commiflioners uf the Cuftoms 
having alfo prefented to the Houfe the ufual Accounts 
of prohibited Ef /ndia Goods and naval Stores im- 





orted from Ruffa; they were order’d to lay before - 


the Houfe an Account of all Raw Silk imported and 
exported by Certificates, from Michaelmas 1715, to 
Michaelmas 1719. After this, upon a Meflage from 
the Lords, by the Lord Chief Juitice Xing, ~— 
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Chief Baron Bury, that the Lords had pafs’d a Bill, 
intitled, An A for the Settling the Peerage of Great 
Britain, to which they defir’d the Concurrence of the 
Commons, the faid Bill was read the firft Time, and 
a Motion being made that the faid Bill be read 2 
fecond Time the Friday next enfuing, the fame was 
oppos'd by a gteat many Members, who mov'd, That 
this important Affair might be put off to a longer Day, 
viz. to Tuefday the 18th of this Month, which laft 
Motion, after along and warm Debate, was carry’d by 
a Majority of 203 Voices againft 158.

Dec. 4. After the reading of feveral other Petitions 
againft Callicoes, the Accounts of the Deficiences ot 
feveral Funds were call’d for; as was alfo an Account 
of the extraordinary Charge for Tranfports in the 
Year 197193; and anew Writ was order‘d to be iffu’d 
out, for eleSting a Burgefs for the Borough of Bifops- 
Cafile in the County of Salop, in the Room of Richard 
Harnage, Efq; deceas'd Then in a Committee ot 
the whole Houfe, on Ways and Means, it was re- 
folv'd, That a Land-Tax of three Shillings in the 
Pound be rais’d in the Year 1720; which Kefolution 
eet the next Day reported, was agreed to by the 
Houle, and a Bill order’d to be brought in thereupon. 
The fame Day feveral other Petitions againft Callicoes 
being read, the Commiffioners of Excife were or- 
der’d to lay before the Houfe feveral Accounts relating 
to Printed and Painted Linnens, exported from June 
24, 1712, to June 17719, and of the yearly Duties for 
Painted Callicoes, during the faid Time: Then a Bill 
for punifbing Mutiny and Defertion, &c. was order’d to 

e brought in. 

Dec. 7. After the reading of many other Petitions 
againit Callicoes, the Land-Bill was read the firft 
Time, and order'd to be read afecond. The next Day 
after the reading of feveral Petitions of the Weavers, 
Dyers, Wooll-combers, Clothiers, Stuff-makers, Silk- 
throwfters, and others ; (which, like the former, were 
ycferr'd to the Conmamittee of the whole Houle) an 
engro's‘d Bill from the Lords, entitled, dn 4 for the 
Settling the Peerage of Great Britain, was read a fecond 
Time ; and a Motion’ being made by the Lord William 

Powlet, for committing the Bill, which was feconded 
by Sir Charles Hotham, the fame occafion’d a warm and 
long Debate, which lafted trom one a-Clock in the 
Afternoon “till nine at Night, The principal Perfons 
who {poke for and againft the Motion, were as fol- 
lows : For committing the Bill. Lord William Powlet, 
Sir Charles Hotham, Coll. Morton, Mr. Hambden, Mr. 
Secretary Craggs,Mr. Plummer,Mr. Attorney-General, M. 
Aifabis, Serjeant Pengelly, and Mr. Hungerford ; againft 
committing 
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committing, Sir Richard Steele, Mr. Pitts, Sir Wilfred 
Lawfon, Mr. Horatio Walpole, William Uykes, Efg; Sir 
Fobn Packington, Mr. Methuen, Mr. Herne, Mr. Tuffned!, 
Mr. Robert Walpole,and Fobn Smith, Efq. Sir R——~d 
S le, who fpoke firft againft the committing it, 
argu’d to the following Purpofe: ‘ That he was 
© againft the Bill, becaufe he fear'd it might change 
© this free State into the worft of all Tyrannies, thac 
* of an Ariftocracy, which is the moft likely Confe- 
. — to attend fuch a Law as this would be: 
© That the whole Tenor of .the Bill is very unfor- 
* cunately put together, if any Thing, but an Addi- 
‘ on of Power to the Peers, is intended by it: That 
© all Mankind muft allow, that the only plaufible 
© Reafon for this Law, was what happen’d in the laft 
© Reign, when twelve Peers were made in one Day; 
* but the Preamble affigns no fuch Reafon, but fays, 
‘ That fixteen Peers of Scotland, by Reafon of many 
© new Creations fince the Union, are not a fufficienc 
* and proportionable Reprefentative of that Nobility ; 
€ and therefore they fhali hereafter not be reprefented 
© atall; buta Thing much more fuitable to the Peerage 
© of Scotland ought to be done for them, to wit, 
© That twenty five of them fhould, at all Times here- 
© after, have hereditary Seats in Parliament: That he 
€ always imagin’d that no Man could judge what was 
© fuitable to him but himfelf; and that it could be 
* no Manner of Comfort to one who has any Thing 
* taken from him, that the Poffeflion of it is more 
© fuitably plac'd in another. How is it fuitable to 
© the .Peerage of Scotland, that inftead of having 2 
© Reprefentative of fixteen fitting by their Election, 
© they are hereatter to be favour’d with having five 
‘ and twenty there inftead of them, and not one 
© there in their Behalf? That it muft be confefs’d, 
© that the Peers of Scotland cannot complain of any 
© Thing like being trick’d ; but their Potential Seats 
* in Parliament are bar'd and taken from them, not 
© by Collufion and Double-dealing, but by the moft 
* unreferv’d and candid Ufurpation imaginable: But 
‘ tho’ this is done with fo much Eafe, and no Reafon 
* given but that they who do it are pleas’d to fay it 
* moft fuitable ; it is to be prefum’d, chat thofe, whofe 
* Confent is neceflary for the divefting innocent Men 
© of their Liberty and Honour, will defire fome better 
* Account of the Matter, betore they rr a 

§ Fellow- 
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© Fellow-Subjects of their undoubted Rights: That 
he could not but, from a natural Deteftation of In- 
jultice, fay, that it is the higheft Wrong done to 
the /ndu/gence mention’d in the Preamble, to expect 
it will be granted in Favour of any Men, in Wrong 
of any other; and that he did not doubt but that 
¢ Houfe would alarm that Benignity from being im- 
© ploy'd to the Deftruction of itfelf, or Oppreflion of 
© others. That he hoped the beft Man and beft 
¢ Prince in the World, would be gracious, fo as to 
© have it always in bis Power to be gracious: That he 
© was fure he would never give his People any Reafon 
¢ to complain, but of his too great Goodnefs: Happy 
¢ the Sovereign and happy the People, when exceflive 
¢ Grace is all that can be fear'd of him! That the 
¢ Peers of Scotland have an indefeafible Right by the 
¢ A& of Union, to be eleéted and ferve in _Parlia- 
© ment as Peers of Great Britain, in the Manner 
¢ therein ftipulated, and it would be but more criel, 
¢ not more unjuft; to take trom them their Lives and 
‘ Fortunes, than this Honour and Privilege, which 
¢ their Anceftors purchas’d by the frequent Hazard of 
¢ theirs: That the Terms of the Union are plain and 
¢ abfolute; nor can there be any Privilege, Liberty, 
¢ or Property fecur’d by it to the meaneft Subyeé of 
€ either Nation, violated or alter'd againft his Will, 
¢ and tio fatisfacttory Reparation done him, without 
© Infringement of the whole A&, and leaving the 
© Perfons, fo injur’d, at Liberty to avenge by Force 
¢ what was done by it : For Protection and Obedience 
€ are reciprocal, and the withdrawing the one, dif- 
¢ charges the other: What then is the Condition of 
© thefe unhappy Men, who are to be divefted of their 
© Rights and Privileges of Subjeéts, and yet, no 
¢ doubt, to be deem’d Traitors, ihould they fly to 
© any foreign Power, or Invader of that Nation, 
© which has in the dearelt and greateft Confiderations, 
© (thofe of Honour and Diftin&ion) made them Fo- 
© reigners? The Terms of the Union cannot be 
‘ revok’d without difuniting the Kingdoms; for 
‘ when that is done they are no longer held together 
* by Law, but by Force; and the Power which keeps 
* us together muit be arbitrary, and not legal; or if 
¢ legal, not righteous: For a Law, not fupported by 
¢ Juftice, is, in itfelf, null and void; nor are the 
‘ Makers of it Legiflators, but Oppreffors, are 
i 
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* it appears, without any poffible Contradiction, that 
“the Parliament of Great Britsin cannot exclude the 
* Peers of Scotland from the Benefit of the 23d Ar- 
ticle in the Act of Union without becoming an 
arbitrary Power, acting with an Indifference to 
Good and Evil, on the Foundation of Might only. 
He argu’d farther, That we are fafer under the Pre- 
rogative in the King, than we can be under an 
Ariftocracy. The Prerogative is a Power in the So- 
vereign, not exprefs’d or defcrib’d in the Laws, but 
to be exercis'd in the Prefervation of them by 
the Rule of the general Good: And if it could be 
prov’d, that the Bufinefs of the twelve Gentlemen 
was purely done to fave the Nation, and that it was 
done for the Good of the Whole, the Statefiman, 
who advis’d it, would deferve the Thanks of all 
Mankind, for expofing himfelf to the Mifreprefen- 
tation and Refentment of future Parliaments, for 
the Good of his Fellow-Subjects. That he would 
not pretend to doubt but thofe noble Perfonages 
have, under the Hands and Seals of all and every 
of their Electors, the Peers of Scotland, full Power 
and Authority for this Alteration, without which 
their Proceeding could not be reconcil’d to common 
Honour: And if the thirty odd, who are to be en- 
nobled by this Bill, are to be made up by prefent 
Members of the Houfe of Commons, fuch Mem- 
bers are to climb to Honour through Infamy. That 
the Bill feem’d to him to be calculated for nothing 
but an Ariftocracy, and, indeed, had not fo much 
as the Appearance of any Thing elfe; for tho’ a 
Man of Honour and confcious Integrity knows, 
that he is a Pecr for the Sake of his Fellow-Subjects, 
and that this Right is veited in him and his Family 
for the Sake of Society, not tor himfelf and Suc- 
ceffors only, yet is there no Part of Society confi- 
der’d in this Bill, but merely the Peers and Nobles. 
The Lords exercife a Power in the laft Refource ; 
and an Appeal lies to them from all the Courts of 
Weftminfter. Hall, tor determining all the Property of 
Great Britain, and yet they are willing to havea Law 
which muft neceffarily difable them from being a 
capable Court of Juftice for the future; for the Bill 
even provides for their Infufficiency as to this Pur- 
* pofe ; and there is a Claufe, which, inftead of look- 
* ang out for Great and oe Men, is very careful 
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to leave the Power in the King to give Titles, in 
Cafe of Extinétions, to Minors: But much of the 
fame Stamp is the Partiality of the Bill, that Females 
are excluded from their future Right; as if a Lady 
of good Senfe were not as capable of bringing into 
the World a Man of Senfe, as a Boy, under Age, 
is of becoming a Man of Juftice and Honour from 
the mere Recommendation of his Fortune; for it 
is not to be doubted but that would be his beft 
Pretenfions; but Lords have thought it more eligi- 
ble to have in View the Providing rich Hufbands 
for their Daughters from among the Commons, than 
the leaving it to their female Heirs, to make Lords 
of the Defcendants of meritorious Commoners : 
Thus the Ariftocracy is fet out by this Bill; for all 
the Provifions and Limitations of it regard only the 
Titles and Honours of the Peers, and prodigious 
Care is taken, that no one fhould fuffer from pofli- 
ble Contingencies and diftant Incidents among 
themfelves, but no Regard had to the known im- 
mediate prefent Rights of thofe who do not fit in 
their Houfe, but have Title of Election into it: 
There is no Difficulty of deftroying thofe whom they 
know to have Titles, but they are prodigious tender 
of hurting thofe who may have Titles, of which 
they do not know: The Lords will be judges, and 
ive and admit to whom they pleafe incident Claims ; 

But Extin¢tions are to be fapply’d only by the King, 
and he might poflibly give them to Perfons they 
fhould not like. The Reftraint of the Peers to a 
certain Number will make the moft Powerful of 
them have the reft under their DireGtion; and all 
the Property difpos’d before them will be beftow’d, 
not by judgment, but by Vote and Humour, or 
worfe. Judges fo made by the blind Order of Birth 
will be capable of no te Way of Decifion. It 
is {aid that Power attends Property ; but it is as true, 
that Power will command Property ; and, according 
to the Degeneracy of human Nature, the Lords 
may as well grow corrupt as other Men; and it 
they ihould do fo, how will this be amended, but 
by the Confent ot thofe, who thall become fo cor- 
rupt? What ihall-we fay then? Shall we expofe 
ourfelves to probable Evils, with the Forefight of 
impoflible Remedies againft them? That it was 
hardly to be read ferioufly, when the Bill in a grave 
© Style 
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* Styleand fober Contradiction has thefe Words, The 
* twenty five Peers on the Part of the Peerage of Scotland ; 
« asif they who were made inftead of the Peers of 
¢ Scotland, could, without a Banter, be call’d Peers 
«on the Part of the Peerage of Scotland; the true 
« Defcription of themis, Peers made when the Peers 
¢ of Scotland were no more to be Peers; for the Title 
¢ refting in their Families, without Hopes of Succeffi- 
© on in the Peerage and Legiflature, is onlya Bar a- 
‘ rey any Participation of Power and Intereft in 
« their Country: Itis putting them into the Condi- 
¢ tion of Papifts convict, as to what ought to be molt 
« dear to them, their Honour and Reputation. It is 
¢ held by true Politicians a moft ——— Thing to

© ties in that Nation, it feems not very advifeable to 
* proveke the greateft, and, for ought we can tell, 
« the beft Men amongit them. Thus we are barr'd 
‘from making this Law by prudential Reafons, as 
« well as from the inviolable Rule of Juftice and 
* common Right, with Relation to the_Seotch Peers: 
« But if we confider the Matter with Regard to the 
« King’s Prerogative, this Law would diminith it to 
* an irreparable Degree ; and it is a ftrange Time to 
* take away Power, when it is in the Poffeflion of a 
* Prince, who ufes it with fo much Moderation, that 
* he is willing torefign it: But we are to confider the 
* Prerogative as Part of the Eftate of the Crown, 
* and not confent to the taking it out of the Crown, 
© "till we fee juft Occafion for it, His Majefty’s Indul- 
‘ pee makes it fafein his Royal Rreaft; and we 
* know of nothing, any other of the Family has 
* done, to alter it fe fear of him. The Prerogative 
© can do no hurt, when Minifters do their ogy EL but 
ower, 

* when no Man is anfwerable for them, or can call 
* them to an Account for their Incroachments. It is 
* faid, and truly too, that the Manner of their Power 
* will be the fame as now; but then the er 
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of it may be alter’d, when they are an unchangeable 
Body: Schemes of Grandeur and Opprefiion can be 
form’d to invade the Property, as well as Liberty, of 
their Fellow-Subjects ; which would, according to 
the prefent Eftablithment, be vain to undertake, 
when they are fubject to an Alteration before their 
Projeé could be ripen’d into Practice and Ufurpati- 
on.. As for any fudden and furprizing Way of 
Creation, that lies before the Legiflature for Cen- 
fure; and the great Diminution which al] Creations 
bring upon the King’s Authority, isa fufficient De- 
fence again{ft the abufive Imployment of that Au- 
thority this Way: For when the King makes Peers 

he makes perpetual Opponents of his Will and 
Power, 1f they fhall think fit; which one Confide- 
ration cannot but render frequent Creations terrible 
to the Crown. This Conftitution has fubfifted in 
Spite of Convulfions and_ Faétions, without re- 
ftraining or reprefling the Extent of the Legiflative 
Powers; nor is it poflible for any Man, or Affem- 
bly of Men, to cireumfcsibe their diftinét Autho- 
rities: No, they are to be left eternally at large; 
and the Safety of each Part, and the Good of the 
Whole, are to be the Rules of their Conduct: And 
as “tis impoffible to forefee all the Circumftances 
which muft arife before them, there is no other fafe 
Way but leaving them at large, as vigilant Checks 
upon each other, equally unconfin’d, but by Reafon 
and Juftice. If there was any Outrage committed in 
the Cafe of the twelve Gentlemen, the Peers fhould 
have then withiftood the receiving of them, or done 
what they thought fic at another Seafon for their 
Satisfaction ; and not, when it is too late, inftead of 
‘ailertin g their Liberties, mediate their future Securi- 
ty in unreafonable Conceffions from the Crown, and 
Difcouragements upon the Merits of the Commons : 
And can the Gentlemen in prefent Power reafonably 
think, that the Confummation®f the Exglifs Glory 
and Merit, is to clofe and reft in their Perfons > 
Atter the Bill has fufficiently provided for the A- 
riftocracy over thefe Dominions, it goes into a kind 
of OEconomy and Order among themfelves, which 
relates to their Nobility and not to their Peerage. 
‘ We plain Men and Commoners will not difpute 
* about any Thing which we know to be merely 
‘ trifling, 
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* trifling and ornamental ; and if they will be fatif- 
‘ ty’d with a Power in them as Peers, they ihall be 
* Dukes, Marqueffes, Earls, or whatever other Words 
* they pleafe, without our Envy or Oppofition: But 
* when we come feriouily to confider what we are 
* going todo, we mult take the Liberty to be very 
* jealous, as the laft Time that it may be in our Power 
to make a Stand for ourfelves and Pofterity; and 
Noblemen cannot blame Commoners, who are as 
{hy in beftowing, as they are importunate in urging, 
the Grant of fuch a Power in themfelves, which can 
be of no Ufe or Advantage but to themfelves ; at 
the fame Time one cannot refift obferving to them, 
that, with Refpe& to the Prerogative, the Peerage 
of Scotland, and the Rights of the whole Body of 
the People of Great Britain, they cannot be more 
exorbitant in the Ufe of this Bill, fhould it become 
a Law, than in the Circumftances under which they 
fend it to us for our Concurrence; and it is not 
Thirft of Power, but Moderation in the Demands 
made of it, can recommend Men to farther Truft ; 
and we cannot apprehend but that which would be 
founded on Ufurpation, would be exerted in Ty- 
ra ny: But it isto be hoped, that this unreafonable 
Bill will be entirely rejected, when none can pre- 
tend to amend what is in its very Nature incorri- 
ible; for it would bein vain to attempt a Super- 
ructure, which ought to be approv’d, upon 2 
Foundation which deferves nothing but Indignation 
and Contempt. It is a melancholy Confideratien, 
that under the Preffure of Debts, the Neceffities of 
a War, the Perplexities of Trade, and the Calami- 
ties of the Poor, the Legiflature ihould thus be 
taken up and employ’d in Schemes tor the Advance- 
ment of the Power, Pride, and Luxury, of the 
Rich and Noble. “Tis true, this Affair ought to be 
treated in a moft folemn Manner, by Reafon of the 
awful Authority from whence it comes ; but we muft 
not, on fuch Occafions, he opprefs’d by outward 
Things, but look to the Bottom of the Matter be- 
fore us, divefted of every Thing that fhould divert 
us from feeing the true Reafon of what paffes, and 
* the Pretenfions to what is afk’d: It this Bill is re- 
© quird for preventing the Creation of occafional 
* Peers, why, atthe fame Time, are five and twenty 
* Scotch, and eight Englif, to be now made? Is — 
* this 
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© this the fame Thing, as to fay, If you will let us 
© make fo many this one Time, under the Sanction of 
©a Law, we will make no more, for we fhall have 
© no Occafion for any more? The latter End of this 
© Bill feems to have fome Compaflion towards the 
© Prerogative, and enacts fomething gracious towards 
© the Defcendants of the Sovereign, before the Com- 
© mencement of the Ariftocracy. Provided always ne- 
© verthelef{s, That nothing in this AG contain’d, fall be 
© taken ov confire’d to lay any Reftraint upon the King’s 
© Majefty, bis Heirs ov Sueceffors, from advancing or pro- 
© moting any Peer, having Vote and Seat in Parliament, to 
© any Bigher Rank or Degree of Dignity or Nobility ; nor 
© from creating or making any of the Princes of the Blood 
© Peers of Great Britain, or Lords of Parliament; and 
© fuch Princes of the Blood, fo created, foall not be 
“effeem’d to be any Part of the Number, to which the 
© Peers of Great Britain are by this Ad reftrain’d. This 
is the Grace and Favour, which (as foon as all their 
© own Pofterity, and Accidents that could befal! them, 
£ are provided for) is moft bounteoufly beftow’d on 
© the Children of the Royal Family: As this Good- 
© nefs is conferr’d on thofe of it,who are not yet entitled 
£ to that Honour, it isto be prefum’d, in Spite of 
© all groundlefs Infinuations that are fpread Abroad, 
* that nothing vefted in others of them will be af- 
© fanited ; but that whatever becomes of this Bill, 
© their prefent Eftates, their then remaining Eftates, 
¢ will be fiill inviolable. He concluded, That fince 
* the Houfe had given this Affair fuch proper Ufage, 

as to calla full Affembly to be prefent at the Debate, 

it would infallibly end according co Juftice; for he 

could never think the Liberty of Great Britain in Dan- 

ger at fucha Meeting; but that for his Part he was 
© againit committing of the Bill, becaufe he thought it 
© would be committing of Sin. Mr. P s fpoke 
againft the Projectors cf this Bill, whom he tax’d 
with mean Obfequionfnefs to Foreigners, and with 
Defigns againft the Liberties of their Countrymen. 
Sir VP —d L -m, and Mr. H- o W. ty 
who fpoke on the fame Side, were anfwer'd by Colo- 
nel 4: 7. On the other Hand, Sir F ms 
P a, who fpoke againft the Bill faid, among 
other Things, * That they had all the Reafon in the 











* World to acknowledge the good Intentions his Ma- 
€ jefty had been pleas’d to exprefs in his Speech = 
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© the Goed of his Subjects and the Liberty of our 
© Conftitution ; but_that in his Opinion, his Majefty 
* was not rightly inform’d of the Manner of making 
© his Subjetts feel the Effects of thofe gracious Inten- 
© tions; and that in particular, the Lull now before 
© them was a‘ very improper Return to all the De- 
¢ monftrations of Duty, Zeal, and Affection, which 
© his faithful Commons had given fince his Mayelty’s 
© happy Acceffion tothe Throne. That when the Kin 
¢ and his Minifters thought fit to enter into a ftri 
‘ Alliance with France, and thereby give that ancient 
© and almoft irreconcilable Enemy of England, an 
‘ Opportunity to retrieve the extreme low and defpe- 
‘ rate Condition of their Affairs, the Commons had 
‘ not oppos’d thofe Meafures. That when his Ma- 
© jefty judg’d it neceflary, either for the Good of his 
© Subjects, or to fecure fome Acquifitions in Germany, 
© to declare War againit Sweden, and to fend ftrong 
© Squadrons into the Baltick, his faithful Commons 
¢ had readily provided for thofe great Expences. That 
© when afterwards it was thought proper to deprive 
© his Majefty’s Subjects of the beneficial Trade to 
© Spain, by declaring War againft that Crown, and 
© fending a Fleet into the Mediterranean to ferve as 
© Ferry-Boats for the Emperor's Troops, the good- 
© natur’d Commons had approv’d thofe wife Coun- 
* fels: Bui “hat after all thefe and feveral other Inftan- 
© ces of Obfequioufnefs and Complaifance which the 
* Commons had fhewn for the Minifters, it was mat- 
© ter of Wonder they fhould, at laft, be no better 
© rewarded, than bya Bili, which was vifibly calcu- 
© Jated to exclude them from Titles of Honour, and 
© to raife the Dignity and Power of the Peers. That 
* this feem’d to have been the principal Defign of 
® the Miniftry, fince the Beginning of this Reign, 
© and, in particular, to give one Family the abfolute 
© Difpofal of all Honours and Faveurs. That for his 
© own Part, he never defir’d to bea Lord, but that 
¢ he had a Son, who might, one Day, have that Am- 
* bition; and he hoped to leave him a better Claim to 
© it, than a certain great Man had, when he was made 
©a Peer. That ’twas, indeed, an extraordinary and 
© unexampled Condefcenfion in his Majefty, to part 
* with fo valuable a Branch of his Royal Prerogative, 
© as is the Beftowing Marks of Honour and Diitincti- 
© onon fuch as have deferv’d them by their a 
© Virtuc:

© Virtues and Services to their King and Country: 
© However, confidering what Equivalent was given 
* by this Bill to his Majefty, no Body would wonder 
© ar this Conceffion, if it reach’d no farther than his 
© Majefty; but he hoped this Houfe would never 
* concur in depriving of fo bright a Jewel of the 
© Crown, the Prince, who in his proper Turn was 
* to wear it; and who wasfo worthy of it by all 
© the Royal Virtues that fhone in his Perfon; and 
€ which, during his Regency, had gain’d him the 
© Hearts and Affections ofall true Englifymen. That 
© fome Perfons had, thro’ their Indifcretion, occafi- 
* on’d an unhappy Difference, —— and he was appre-~ 
© henfive, that if this Bill, fo prejudicial to the 
‘ Rights of the prefumptive Heir, fhould pafsinto a 
* Law, it might render that Divifion irreconcileable ; 
© and therefore he was againft the committing it.” 
Mr. H n anfwer'd one of the mojt material 
Objections againft the Bill, viz. * That it would give 
© the Peerage an ariftocratical Authority; endeavour- 
* ing to thew onthe contrary, that the Limiting the 
* Number of the Peers would rather diminifh than 
‘ increafe their Power and Intereft, fince thefe were 
* mainly owing to the conftant Addition of Riches 
© which the Peerage receives by the ennobling of weal- 
' vy Commoners. Mr. Secretary C——gs fpoke on 
the fame Side, and urg’d, among other Reafons, ‘ That 
§ his Majefty, fince his Acceffion to the Throne, had 
* had no other View than to procure the Good and 
es of his Subjects, and to fecure their Rights 
and Liberties. That having, in his royal Wifdom, 
confider'd the Abufe that was made, in the laft 
Reign, of that Branch of the Prerogative, relating 
to the Creating of Peers, which Abufe had brought 
the Liberties of Great Britain, and of all Europe, 
into imminent Danger; his Majefty, through a 
Condefcenfion worthy of a Prince truly Magnani- 
mous, had gracioufly been pleas’d to confent, that 
fuch Bounds be fet to that Part of the Prerogative, 
as may prevent any exorbitant and dangerous Exer- 
cife of it for the Time to come: That ‘twas only in 
the Reigns of good Princes, that Legiflators had 
Opportunities to remedy and amend the Defects to 
which all human Inftitutions are fubje& ; and that 
if the prefent Occafion of rectifying that sg 
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© Flaw in our Conftitution were loft, it might, per- 
© haps, never beretriev'd.” Mr. M n, formerly 
© Secretary of State, anfwer’d Mr. C. gs, § And 
© fhew'd the Danger of making Alterations in the 
© fundamental Laws and ancient Conftitution ; 
¢ urging the Comparifon of a Building, in which 
© the Removing one fingle Stone from the Foun- 
© dation, may endanger the whole Edifice. Mr. 
. ne, and fome others, {poke on the fame 
Side, after which Mr. Attorney-General made a 
long Speech, and own’d, ‘ That he did nor like 
* this Bill, as ic was fent downto them, yet he 
© did not doubt but it might be made a good one, 
* provided the Lords would give the Commons an 
‘ Eauivalest, and ihare with them feveral Privileges 
® and Advantages, which their Lordthips enjoy. 
* Therefore he infifted on the committing of the Bill, 
* that they might make Amendments to it; and as to 
* the ObjeGtion, that it was dangerous to make any 
¢ Innovations in the Confticution, he alledg'd fe- 
* veral Inftances, particularly, the A& for limiting 
¢ the Succeffion, and the Ac of Union, which, in- 
* deed, had alter’d, but, on the other Hand, had 
© rather improv’d and ftrengthen’d, than prejudic’d 
¢ the original Conftitution.” Mr. bt he 
© fpoke next, on the other Side, and endeavour’d to 
© confute all that had been offer’d in Favour of the 
¢ Bill, Among other remarkable Particulars, he tool 
Notice, © Thatamong the Romans, the wifeft People 
* upon Earth, the Temple of Fame was plac’d behind 
© the Temple of Virtue, to denote that there was no 
© coming to the former, without going through the 
© other: But that if this Bill pafs’d into a Law, one 
© of the moft powerful Incentives to Virtue would 
© be taken away, fince there would be no coming to 
© Honour, but through the Winding-Sheet of an old 
© decrepit Lord, and the Grave of an extiné noble 
* Family. That°*twas Matter of juft Surprize, that a 
© Bill of this Nature thould either have been pro- 
© jeéted, or, at leaft, promoted by a Gentlemin who 
* not long ago fate amongft them; and who having 
€ got into the Houle of Peers, would now thut up 
© the Door after him. That this Bill would not only 
© be a Difcouragement to Virtue and Merit, but alfo 
© endanger our excellent Conftitution: For as there 
* was a due Ballance between the three Branches of the 

C ‘ Legiflature, 
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* Legiflature, if any more Weight were thrown into 
© any one of thofe Branches, it would deftroy that 
© Ballance, and confequenrly fubvert the whole Con- 
© ftitution That the Peers were already poffefs’d of 
¢ many valuable Privileges, and to give them more

would, in Time, bring back the Commons into the 
State of the fervile Dependency they were in, when 


not but wonder, that the Lords would fend fuch a 
Bill to the Commons; for how could they expec 
that the Commons would give their Concurrence to 
fo injuriousa Law, by which they and their Pofte- 
rities are to be excluded from the Peerage? And 
how would the Lords receivea Bill by which it 
{hould be enacted, That a Baron fhould not be made 
a Vifcount, nora Vifcount be made an Earl, and 
foon? That befides all this, that Part of the Bill 
which related to the Peerage of Scotland, would be 
a manifeft Violation of the A& of Union, on the 
Part of England, and a dilhonourable- Breach of 
Truft in thofe who reprefented the Scotch Nobility. 
That fuch an Infringement of the Union, would 
endanger the entire Diffolution of it, by difgufting 
fo greata Number of the Scotch Peers as thould be 
excluded from Sitting in the Britifp Parliament. For 
as “twas well known, that the Revolution-Settle- 
ment ftood upon the Principle of a mutual Compa, 
if we fhould break firft the Articles of Union, it 
would be natural for the Scors to think themfelves 
thereby freed from all Allegiance. And as for 
what had heen fuggefted, That the Election of the 
fixteen Scotch Peers was no lefs expenfive to the 
Crown, than injurious to the Peerage of Scotland, 
it might be anfwer'd, That the making twenty five 
hereditary fitting Scorch Peers would flill encreafe 
the Difcontents of the ele&ting Peers, who thereby 
would be cut off of a valuable Confideration for 
not heing chofen.” Mr. .4—— ie, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, who fpoke next, anfwer’d a material 
Objection that had been rais’d againft the Bill, viz. 
¢ That it was dangerous to make any Innovations in 
* the Conftitution ; and made it appear, that feveral 
© Alrerations had been made in the original Conftitu- 
© tion by Jlagna Charta, the Habeas Corpus A&t, and 
‘ icveral other Laws, made for the Benefit of the 
© Subje& ; 
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© Subje& ; and upon the whole was for committing the 
© Bill.” He was back’d by Mr. Serjeant P ly, But 
they were oppos’d by Mr. S th, who, among 
other Arguments, urg’d, *‘ That the Foundation of 
¢ this Bill being wrong and faulty, there was no Room 
* for Amendments, and therefore he was againft com- 
© mitting it.” Mr. 1 a, wha brought up the 
Rear, was of a contrary Opinion; but about a 
Quarter paft Eight in the Evening, the Queftion 
being put upon the Lord William Powlet’s Motion, the 
fame was carry’d in the Negative, bya Majority of 
269 Voices — 197, fo that, including the two 
Tellers on each Side, there were 450 Members in the 
Houfe. After this it was mov’d and refolv'd, by 
about the fame Majority, that the Bill be rejected. 

Dee. 9. After the Reading of feveral Petitions, and 
the Difpatching of fome other Affairs, the Haufe pro- 
ceeded to call over the Names of fuch Members as 
made Default to appear upon the Call of the Houfe 
on the Monday betore, and many of them appear'd, 
and others were excus’'d. The Names of John Fiancis 
Buller, Efq; Samuel Trefufis, Efq; Sir Nicholas Morice, 
kart. Chriftopher Harriz, E{q; John Fownes, Efq; Sir 
Michael Wharton, Kt. Hugh Bethell, Efq; Edward Har- 
ley, Efq; Charles Cecil, Efq; Sit William Blacket, Bart. 
Sir Fobn Trevelyan, Bart. Gray Fames Grove, Efq; Koger 
Jones, Ef{q; Stephen Parry, Efq; and Fobn Grifith, Efq; 
being call’d over, and the Excufes made for them not 
being allow'd of, they were all order’d to be taken 
into the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms. 

Dec. 10. After the Reading of feveral other Petiti- 
ons againft Callicoes, a new Writ was order’d to be 
iffu'd out for eleSting a_Burgefs for the Borough of 
Aive,lvvine, €¥c. in the Room of Charles Oliphanz, Efq; 
deceas’d ; and then, in a grand Committee, the Com- 
mons made fome Progrefs in the Land-Tax Bill, and 
went through it the next Day. On thofe two and the 
following Days, the Members order'd into Caftody, 
for making Default at the Call of the Houle, were 
feverally order’d to be difcharg’d, paying their Fees. 
On the 13th a great many more Petitions again{ft Cal- 
licoes were prefented and read; as was alfo, for the 
firft Time, a Bill for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, &c. 
which was order’d to be read a fecond Time. 

Dec. 24, After feveral Petitions againft Callicoes had 
been prefented and read, a Petition of the Chief Ma- 
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giflrates of the Town of Dundee, in Behalf of them- 
felves and the Inhabitants of the faid Town, was alfo 
prefented to the Houfe and read, praying that in Cafe 
any Refiraint thould be put upon the Wearing or 
Uling any Printed, Painted, and Stained Linen, 
there might be an Exception as to Britif> Linen, and 
that the Grievances, which the Linen Manufacture 
jabours under, might be redrefs'’d ; the Confideration 
of which Petition was order’d to be referr’d to a 
Committee of the whole Houfe. After this it was 
refolv’d to addrefs his Maiefty tor all Papers and Ke- 
prefentations which have been laid before the Com- 
miffioners for Trade and Plantations, by Merchants, 
Weavers, and all other Perfons relating to Printed 
Callicoes and Linens fince Michaelmas alt; as alfo, 
a Copy of the Petition of the Weavers Company, 
London, which was prefented to the Lords Jultices in 
his Mayefiy’s Abfence, and by them referr’d to the 
Commiflioners for Trade and Plantations, and alfo, 
a Copy of their Report, if they had made any there- 
upon, to his Majefty. Then in a grand Committee on 
the Supply, the Commons came to feveral Refolutions, 
which were the next Day reported and agreed to, as 
follows, viz. 4. That a Sum not exceeding 120,000/. 
for principal Monies remaining unfatisfy'd on the 
Regifter for the Duties on-Malt, Mum, Cyder, and 
Perry, which were granted for the Service of the Year 
1718, and fo much as th. 1] remain due for the Intereft 
thereot, be granted to his Majeity for Satisfaction of 
the faid Principal and Intereft. 2. That 8590/. 164 
3d. for principal Monies remaining unfatisty'‘d on the 
Regifter for the Dutieson Hops, granted in the Year 
1711, and fo much as ihal! remain due for the Intereft 
thereof, be granted for Satisfaction of the faid Prin- 
cipal and Intereft. 3. That 88849/, 35. rd.2 be 
granted for making good the Deficiency of the gene- 
ral Fund of 724340/. 65. 10d. + per Annum, for the 
Year ended at Michaelmas 1719. 4. Thata Sum not 
exceeding zo0§30/. 18s, 10d. be granted for the ex- 
traordinary Charge of the Tranfport Service for the 
Year 1719, not provided for by Parliament. 5. That 
363311. 10s. be granted upon Account for Out-Pen- 
fioners of Chelfea Hofpital, for the Year 1720. 6. 
That 997681. zs. 1d, be granted to his Majefty for 
defraying feveral extyaordinary Expences for the Ser- 
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vice of his Majefty’s Land-Forces, for the Year 1919, 
not provided for by Parliament. 

Dec. 15. The Commons, in a grand Committee, 
confider’d of the Matter of the feveral Petitions about 
Callicoes, and having made fome Progrefs therein, re- 
folv’d to put it off “till the rgth Day of Fanuary next ; 
in the mean Time Petitions of the fame Nature were 
daily prefented to the Houfe. 

Dec. 16. Several Papers relating to the yearly Duties 
and Drawbacks on Callicoes were laid cline the Com- 
mons by fome of the Commiffioners of Excife, and 
after the Bill for punifbing Mutiny and Defertion had 
been read a fecond Time, the Commons, in a grand 
Committee, confider’d farther of Ways and Means 
to raife the Supply, and refolv’d farther to continue 
the Duties on Malt, Mum, Cyder, €%c. from the 
23d of June 1720, to the zqth of Fune 1721, which 
Refolution being the next Day reported, was agreed 
to by the Houfe, and a Bill was order’d to be brought 
in thereupon. The fame Day the ingrofs’d Bill fo 
the Land-Tax was read the third Time, pafs’d, an 
fent up to the Lords. 

Dec. 18. The Malt Bill was prefented, receiv’d, and 
read the firft Time, and then, in a grand Committee, 
the Mutiny Bill was gone through, and being the next 
Day reported, was order’d to be engrofs’d. 

Dec. 21. Several Papers relating to Wooll imported 
from Ireland and Spain into Great Britain, from Chrift- 
mas 1710, to Chriftmas 1719, were call'd for; and it 
was alfo refolv'd to addrefs his Majefty for an Account 
of what Fithing Ships and Sack Ships had been em- 
ploy’d in the Fithing ot Newfoundland, andthe Ifland 
of St. Peter's, Atter this a Bill was order’d to be 
brought in to explain and amend the 4é for providing 
a publick Reward for fuch Perfon or Perfons as foal dif-

But to take away all Colour of Sufpicions, of what 
Nature foever they were, his Majefty was pleas’d to 
connive at the Prejudice which the Condug obferv’d 
towards him for fome Time had done to his Affairs ;

Monaschies, when- your gaety fent to him, during 
his Stay in Holland; Mr. Whitworth, and Admiral Nor- 
rz, your Minifters-Plenipotentiary : But his Czarifh 
Majefty’s Minifters*had hardly enter’d into Conference 
with thofe of your Majefty, when thefe Hopes va- 
niih'd, becaufe they own’d they had no Propofitions 
to make; and when his Czariih”Majefty’s Minifters 
made fome,which tended to re-eftablith a good Harmo- 
ny and a perfect and ‘fincere Alliance, your Majefty's 
Minifters contented themfelves with taking thofe 
Propofals,. ad referendum, declaring, that they were 
not. furniih’d with Orders on that Cibjest. 

At the fame Time his Czariih Majefty receiv’d Ad- 
vices, which explain’ to-him what might be the Mo- 
tives of the Procedures obferv’d towards him: He 
was inform’d of the fecret Negociations fet on Foot 
by fome of your Majefty’s Minifters, tor a feparate 
Peace with Sweden. This difpos’d his Czarifh Maje- 
fty to hearken likewife on his Part, to the Propofi- 
tions’ which fome Minifters of Sweden, whio were at 
that Time in Holland, made, for entering upona Ne- 
gociation of Peace. 

Their Majefties, the Kings of Poland and Prufia,

His Czarifh Mayefty, who had always in his View 
a general Peace, communicated the Refolution of the 
late King of Sweden, as foon as he had receiv’d it, 
as well to your Majefty, by your Refident M. Webber, 
as to his Majefty the King of Denmark, by his Envoy 
Extraordinary at Peter/burg; afluring your Maijefties, 


that your Minifters thould be admitted to this Con- 


grefs, if you were difpos’d to enter in to this Nego- 
tiation jointly with his Czarifh Majefty. The 


him, for the common Good. Thefe Difpo-. 
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The Czar, my Mafter, not feeing in your Majefty 
any Inclination to come into it, and finding on rhe 
contrary, that the feparate Negociations, begun in Swe- 
den, were preferr'd to it; his Czariih Majefty could 
not forbear canfing the Congrefs of d/and to be open’d, 
and continuing afterwards the Negociations of Peace 
jointly with his Prufian Majefty. 

The. Affair jhad been ended long ago, while the 
King of Sweden was alive, could his Czarilh Maijelty 
have refolv’d to abandon his Allies,.and to enter in- 
to the Meafuses which were propds’d to him, againft 
your Majefty. 

But good Faith, which his Czarifh Majefty efteems 
aprincipal Virtue in a great Monarch, his Steddinels 
in maintaining the.Alliances he had contracted, made 
him abfolutely reject thofe Meafures : He chofe rather 
to facrifice all the Advantages he a have reap'd 
from them, than expofe himfelf to the Reproach of 
having ever in the Courfe of his Reign deferted his 
Allies, and been wanting to his freaties: He there- 
fore preferr’d the Continuance of a War to a clan- 
deftine and feparate Peace. 

His Czarifh Majefty has, fince that Time, caus’d new 
Offers to be made to your Majefty, as well by his 
own Minifters, as by thofe of your Maiefty, for re- 
eftabliihing good Correfpondence and Union, and 
taking common Meafures. 

He offer’d even to break off the Congref§ at Aland, 
as foon as any Difpofition fhould appear in your Ma- 
jefty for renewing a fincere Friendihip. 

Thefe Advances made by his Czarifh Majefty, had 
no better Succefs than fo many others which had pre- 
ceded them: They were receiv’d with Coldnefs and 
Indifference. 

The Confideration of the Proceedingsand Integrity 
of his Czarifh Majefty, mov’d foreign Princes, who were 
well affected to the common Good, to interpofe their 

cod Offices for the re-eflablithing good Intelligence 

ween the ova Aug uft Mafter, and your Mayefty. 

With this View his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Orleans, Regent of France, causd fome Propofitions 
to be made laft Winter to his Czarith Majefty, who 
inftantly receiv’d them with Joy; and to thew that 
he was in the beft Difpofition to bring them to a 
Conclufion, he fent to his Minifter in France full 
Powers for entering into, Negociation on that Subje® 
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But the Offer of thofe Propofitions was hardly made, 
when they were likewife let drop again, and it was ob- 
ferv’d, that your Majefty was not inclin’d to them. 

His Czarith Majefty thought {that this Affair was 
putting upon a good Foot again, when your Majefty 
Yent your Refident, Mr. $eferyes, to his Majefty’s 
Court, and when your Majefty affur’d that Court by 
me, that he was to make Propofals of Alliance: But 
they were very much furpriz’d there, when, inftead ef 
making any himfelf, he ask’d, at his Arrival, what 
thofe were that they had to make to him ? 

His Czarifh Majefty had a Right to pretend and re- 
quire, that the Promife made ‘him fhould be made 
good ; and that fince Affurances had been given him 
that the faid Minifter came to propofe, he ought to do 
it by fome Overture. , 

However, his Majefty was pleas’d to _pafs over that 
Difficulty, and to give anew Proof of the Sincerity 
of his Intentions for the eftablilhing a folid Alliance 
between the two Crowns of Great Rufia and Great 
Britain, he order'd his Minifters to put into the Hand 
ef omg Majefty’s faid Refident, the Projet of a de- 
fenfive Alliance and Guaranty, conformable to that 
which had been fet on Foot in the Year 1716, 

Could there be clearer and ftronger Proofs given 
than thefe, that his Czarifh Majefty had no Defign, 
nor fo ‘much as the Thought to undertake any Thing 
againft 'your Majefty’s Government? Since, far from 
doing any Thing that Way, he fought only to attach 
himfelf to your Majefty, and to enter into Engage. © 
ments with you for the furer Eftablithment of your 
Throne, and for fecuring it to your Roya! Pofterity. 

. Yet, Sire, though your Majefty’s Refident fent that 
Project to your Court, fo far was it from being look’d 
upon with any Regard, that not fo much as an Anfwer 
was return’d to it ; and his Czarith Majefty, inftead 
of heing made fenfible of your Majefty’s being in- 
clin’d to mike a Return to all thefe Advances, made 
by his Czarifh Majefty for reftoring the good Harmony, 
receiv'd credible Advices ftom feveral Pasts, that the 
numerous Squadron! fént by your Majefty into the 
Baltick, under the Command of Admiral Merri, was 
defign’d to fuccour Sweden, and to turn againit his 
Cgarith Majefty. 

The News of a Defign fo contrary to your Majefty’s” 
Engagements, furpriz’d his Czarilh Majefty : He could 
ath “i F st not 
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not perfwade himfelf that he had any Thing like it to 
fear from an Ally, on whom he had heapd fo many 
Benefits, nor from the naval Force of Great Britain, 
with which his Czarifh Majefty, and his glorious An- 
ceftors, have always maintain’d an inviolable Friend- 
fhip and moft ftrié&t Correfpondence. 

Bat, calling to Mind what had happen’d on other 
Occafions, he judg’d, that for fecuring himfelf from 
all Surprize, Prudence requir’d that fach important Ad- 
vices fhould not be neglected, and he fent Orders to 
the underwritten Minifter to inform himfelf at your 


. Majefty’s Court, what the faid Squadron was defign’d 


for, arid whether it was true, that Admiral Norré had 

Orders fo contrary to what were to be expected from a 
Prince ally’d with his Czariih Majefty ? 

His Czarifh Majefty’s Fleet was then ready to put to 
Sea : His Czarifh Majefty wrote to that Admiral, de- 
firing him to own plainly what his Orders and Defigns 
were; declaring to him, that if he could not affure 
his Majefty by Writing, that he would undertake no- 
thing againft him and his Fleet, he would forbear ap- 

oaching with his Squadron the Coafts and Fleet of 

is Czarifh Majefty. ’ 

Your Majefty’s Secretary of State, Mr. Craggs, 
ftrongly affur’d the underwritten Minifter, that the 
Admiral had no Orders to a& in a hoftile Manner 
againft his Czarifh Majefty; to whom the faid Ad- 
miral alfo wrote, on his Part, from Copenhagen to the 
fame Purpofe, though in Terms lefs clear. 

- In the mean Time, the Campaign being ended, his 
Czarifh Majefty, upon his Return to Petersburg, re- 
ceiv’d Advices, that — to your Majefty’s new 
Engagements contra¢ted with Sweden, Admiral Norris 
had a€tually Orders to join 18 of his Men of War 
to the Swedifb Fleet, and to aé againft his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty. Accordingly,that Engli/b Squadron,thus combin’d 
with the Swedifp, did fail towards the Scheren of Sweden ; 
but it was too late to execute their Defign. The ad- 
vane'd Seafon had already put an End to the Operations 
of his Czarifh Majefty’s Campaign: He was return’d 
to his own Harbours with his Fleet and Gallies. 

His Ozarifh Majefty was intorm’d foon after, by his 
Plenipotentiaries at the Congrefs of Aland, of the 
Letters which your Majefty’s Embaffador in Sweden, 
the Lord Carteret, and Admiral Norris, had writcen 
for offering hins your Mediation, and of his Plenipo- 
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tentiaries Reafons forfending them back: They came 
from Minifters who had no Manner of Credentials to 
his Czariih Majefty, and were drawn up in imperiows 
Terms, which. were not proper to be ufed toa great 
Monarch. sfx. 

Your Maj ‘who fo well knows what is due to 
Sovereignsy any Thing is to be,treated with them, 
may judge, by-all that pafs’d on that Occafion, whe- 
ther the Manner in. which your Majefty’s Minifters 
treated his Czarifh Majefty, when they offer’d him 

our Mediation, Sire, was agreeable to the Friendthip 
which has fubfifted at all Times between the Crowns 
of Great Rufia and Great Britain ; and whether a Me- 
diation offer’d with Circumftances fo little equitable, 
can be look’d upon as impartial ? 

To tell a Sovereign with a Sort of Command and 
Threatning, as your Majefty’s Minifters wrote to his 
Czarifh Majefty, that he muft make an End of the 
War, to put himfelf into a Condition to obtain by 
that Means a reafonable Peace; and-to propofe to him 
the Mediation of a Power, at the fame Time that. he 
is given to underftand, that the fame Power has enter’d 
into an Alliance, and that in Concert with his Ene- 





my he has taken Meafures.againft him; this is not to 

endeavour to engage him to Peace, it is rather feeking 

Pretences for a Rupture, and threatning him with it. 

His Czarifh Majefty cannot believe your Majefty has 

thefe Views: They are too oppofite to the true Intereft 

of Great Britain,and tothe Idea the one yy moftauguft 
a 


Mafter,has of your Majefty’s Equity and nanimity. 
It does not appear what Motives are of Importance 
enough for breaking, atthis Time, withoutany juft and 
lawful Reafon, the ancient Ties of Friendihip between 
the two Crowns, and the good Correfpondence maia- 
tain’d and cultivated in all Times with mutual Care. 

Thofe Ties. have always prov’d to the Britifh Nation 
a Source of confiderable Advantages in their Com- 
merce : Wars interrupt the Courfe and Security of it; 
publick Calamities and infinite Evils are the inevitable 
Confequences. 

His Czarith Majefty is defircus to prevent them b 
all the Means that depend upon him: My moft auguit 
Mafter is {till in the {ame Difpofition in which he has 
always been, inviolably to maintain a good Under- 
ftanding with your Majefty and the Crown of. Great 
Britain, and to.cultivate its Friendthip. ‘

Zo this Memorial the Earl Stanhope, i Majefty’s Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State, return'd the folowing Anfwer. 


HE Confideration his Majefty has tor the Czar 
having engag’d him to caufe the Memorial pre- 
fented by the Sieur Refident Weffelowski, the rth of 
December \aft, to be examin’d and maturely weigh’d ; 
and that Memorial being intermix’d with Faéts that 
concern his Majefty as King, and others that concern 
him only as Eleftor, he has caus’d an Anfwer to be 
given, with Keterence to the latter, by his German 
hancery ; and as for the others, he has commanded 
me to return the An{wer following. 
. His Majefty ever made it his Care and Application 
to follow the Maxims of his Royal Predeceffors, thofe 
principally which tend to the maintaining of Peace 
and Friendihip between him and the other Potentates 
of Europe, and to the cultivating Commerce with 
them, for mutual Advantage. 

His Majefty has hewn, in particular, a fincere De- 
fire to live in Amity with the Czar, although the 
Crown of Gyeat Britain had no formal Engagements 
with that Prince ; and one may well afcribe to the Ad- 
vances his Majefty has made to gain the Czar’s Friend- 
fhip, the Refentment of the late King of Sweden 
againft his Majefty, the Effects of which have ap- 
pear’d on feveral Occafions. 

“Twas in order to eftablifh a good Correfpondence 
with the Czar on .a folid Foundation, that his Ma- 
jefty defir'd to make with him a Treaty of Commerce. 
“Tistrue, Prince Xurakin repair’d hither for that Ne-

ut inftead of making fuitable Returas to his a 

jelty’s 
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jefty'’s Advances, there were ftarted feveral Difficulties, 
too tedious to be related in this Place’; and in particu- 
lar, the King’s Subjects were deny’d the Liberty of 
Trading at Cafan and 4fracan, a Privilege which had 
been granted them by his Czariih Majefty’s Prede- 
ceffias: But what chiefly render the Negociation 
abortive, is, that no Ear would ever be given, on the 
Part of the Czar, to the concluding of the Treaty of 
Commerce, without concluding, at the fame Time, an 
Alliance which was made fo extenfive, that it could 
not fail engaging the Crown of Great Britain in a 
Rupture with the Crown of Sweden, its ancient Ally, 
whofe Ruin would be equally inconfiftent with the 
Repofe and Balance of Europe, and with the Support 
ot the Proteftant Religion, to which his Majefty, 
by fo many Reafons, both of Confcience and State, 
om himtelf bound to contribute all that lies in his 
“Ower. 

The feventh Article * of that Alliance, which is 
fet here in the Margin, fhews that there was demanded 
of his Mayefty, not only the Guaranty of fo many 
Provinces which the Czar has conquer'd from Sweden, 
(without a great Part whereof, it is impoflible ied

* A Copy of the feventh Article of the Project of Alli- 
ance propos’d by Prince Kurakin, in 1716, and which 
inall the fabfequent Negociations has ever been laid, 
on the Part of the Czar, as Conditio fine qué non. 


Article VII. His Britannick Maje/ty promifes and engazes, 
on his Part, that in the Negotiations of Peace with the Crown 
of Sweden, he will, like g good Ally, pe his Caarifh Majefty 
with all tis Power and Interef?, fo that, by Virtue of that Peace, 
the Crown of Sweden fhall yield up, and make over for ever to 
his Gzatifh Majefty, and his Succefors, the Provinces which, at 
prefent, are a€tually under the Dominion of his faid Cuarifh Ma- 
Jefty, to wit, Ingria, Livonia, Efthonia, avd Carelia, with 
all the Dependencies, the Town of Wyburg inclufive. And if 
his Czarifh Majefty, or his Succeffors, happen to be attack’d or 
diffurb'd in the faid Provinces and Places, bis Britannick Ma- 
Jefty engages, both for himfelf and his Succeffors, to affif? them 
at his own Expence, two Months after he or they fhall be re- 
quir’d fo to do, with fifteen Ships of the Line of Battel, which 
foal ferve where his Czarifh Majefty foall defire; and the faid

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that Crown to fubfift) but that they infifted alo on 
the Afliftance of a Britifh Fleer to act directly againft 
Sweden, and even that that Fleet fhould be under che 
Command of the Czar, and his Admirals, than which 
nothing could be more impracticable, or more odious 
for Great Britain: Which thews, that his Majefty 
could not enter into fuch Engagements, withour 1en- 
dering all manner of Peace or Agreement with Swe- 
den abfolutely impoffible, fince a Guaranty. muft have 
been given to the Czar for Provinces, withour which 
that Crown cannot fubfift. Moreover, by thefe En- 
agements his Majefty would have brought upon him- 
elt the Powers concern’d in the Prefervation of swe- 
den, and oblig’d to contribute thereto by Alliances 
and Guarantees ; Powers, whofe Friendthip, betides, 
was fo neceflary to the King, to bring abour, in Con- 
cert with them, the great Projects he had tormd for 
the Tranquillity of Europe. The World may judge, 
whether it was poffible for his Majefty, how defirous 
foever he might be to fecure the Czar’s Friendihip, 

to purchafe it by fuch Sacritices. 
hefe are the Reafons wiich made the Negocia- 
tions of the Treaty of Commerce mifcarry, in the 
Month of February 1716, and not the Affair of Meck- 
lemburg, which did not happen ‘till O@ober following. 
How interefted foever the King, as Elector, might be 
in this laft Event, all the World knows, that he did 
not irr the leaft concern himfelf in it, as King. Sir 
John Norris made no manner of Attempt, either again{t 
the Czar's Fleet, or againft the Land Forces. There 
was no Concert made for that Purpofe ; and one can- 
not apprehend what the Author of the Memorial means, 
when he infinuates, That they were upon the Point of 
making Admiral Norris at hoftilely againft his Czarifh Ma- 
jety's Fleet, when it was at Copenhagen. Such Accu- 
fations ought never to be made, but when one has 
wherewithal to prove the fame; if the Czar enter- 
tain’d fuch Sufpicions, they are not grounded upon 
any Fa&, that either his Majefty, or his Minifters, 
ever had the leaft Knowledge of: And there is Room 
to believe, that the Affectation with which they are 
publith’d in the Memorial, is only intended to make 
one overlook the Defigns, which the Czar’s Conduct 
at that Time gives Reafons to afcribe to him: For 
if it be true, that he form’d fuch Defigns, and that, 
being an intimate Ally of the King of Denmark, he 
H meditated 
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meditated no lefs than to make himfelf Mafter of the 
Sound, and of Copenhagen, (inftead of making the 
Defcent on Schonen, with which the Publick fad heed ' 
amus’d for fome Months) it is natural to endeavour 

to put the Change upon the Publick in that Particular, 

and to wipe off the Impreffions of fuch Notions, by 

Recriminations deftitute of all manner of Ground: 

And if the Czar had really fuch Det in View, 

"tis probable, that nothing kept him from putting 

them in Execution, but. the juft Apprehenfion that 

the fame fhould be oppos’d by his Majefty’s Fleet; which 

would infallibly have happen’d in fuch a Cafe. And 

may not the Czar’s Refentment of the Mifcarriage of fo 

great a Projeét, through the Apprehenfion of the Bri- 

tifo Fleet, be the Caufe of his great Eftrangement from 

his Majefty fince that Time; from whence one may 

date the Beginning of the Animofity he has fhewn 

againft his Majefty on fo eg Occafions. 

This was plainly perceiv’d fome Time after, when 
by the Letters of sak Gortz and Count Gyllembourg, 
it was difcover’d, that the Czar was piqu’d againit 
his Majefty to fuch a Degree, that he entertain’d moft ' 
ferious Thoughts of reconciling himfelf with the King’ 
of Sweden by a feparate Peace, and, at the fame Time, 
of affifting the Pretender to advance him to the Throne 
of Great Britain. 

And, indeed, whatever Affurances were given to 
the contrary in the Memorial prefented in 1717, his 
Czariih Majefty’s Conduét feems to have been entire- 
ly fquard by that Plan. People are not ignorant of 
she Nicants ther of one Fernegham, and of Sir Hugh 
Paterfon, Brother-in-Law to the late Lord Marr, with 
the Rufian Minifter, during the Czar’s aa in Holland. 
Intelligence has been had of the fame Minifter's In- 
trigues, both with the late Duke of Ormond, during 
the Stay he made incognito at Mittau, and with Sir 
Henry Sterling and the faid Jerneghum at Peterfburgh, 
as well as of the Correfpondence eftablifh'’d, by means 
oF this laf Perfon, between the Czar and the~Court 
Ot Spain. 

All the World have feen the great Numbers of his 
Majefty’s Rebel-Subjeéts, to whom the Czar has given 
all Manner of ProteGtion and Encouragement. ‘Tis 
known, that the Conferences at Aland, which were 
begun without his Majefty’s Participation, were the 
Refilc of an Interview held at Loo with Baron Gortz, 

in 
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in the Month of Auguf 1717-_ That Minifter’s Pa- 
pers have fhewn the endency of thofe Conferences ; 
and that the Invafion of Scotland was immediately 
to follow the Conqueft of Norway; fo that ‘tis no 
Wonder that the Czar was no Ways follicitous either 
to hinder that Conqueft, or to fuccour his Ally, 
the King of Denmark, on fo preffing an Occafion. 
In fine, Information has been had of the Propofi- 
tions the Czar has, more than once, caus'd to he 
made to the Court of Spain, to bring them into an 
Offenfive Alliance againit his Majefty, in Favour of 





. the Pretender. 


The King, without fuffering himfelf to be deterr’d 
by fuch Proceedings, endeavour’d, by all poflible 
ey to gain the Czar’s Friendfhip ; in order to 
which, he had fent to him, in the Month of duguf 
1717, Admiral Norris and the Sieur Whitworth, who 
were known to him, and who, his Majefty thought, 
would be agreeable to him; but all was again ftopp'd 
by the Propofal of that Alliance, into which it was 


-well known his Majefty could never enter; and which 


was render’d ftill more impoflible, by the Condition 
offer’d to be inferted in it, that the Englifh Squadron 


fhould be under the Command of the Czar’s Admi- 


rals. Altho’, in fuch Circumftanccs of Affairs, his Ma- 
ig Hy Reafon to believe,that the Memorial prefented 
to him by the faid Sieur Whitworth, his Refident, in 
the Summer of the Year 1718, wherein Mention was 
made of the Czar’s Inclination to live in Amity 
with his Majefty, was but an Artifice to cover the 
Ociations and Intrigues above-mention’d; how- 
ever, that he might not reproach himfelf with neg- 
le&ting any Thing on his Part, he took from thence 
Occafion to fend the Sieur Jeffreys to Peterfourg, with 
the Character of Refident; and he even gave Orders 
to Admiral Norris to repair thither with him: Buc 
that Admiral poring already fail’d from the Baltick 
> when the Sieur Jeffreys arriv'd 

at Copenhagen, the latter profecuted his Journey alone. 
He negletted nothing to improve the good Difpofi- 
tions in which he was affur'd he would find the Czar: 
But it foon after appear’d chat this was ftill but an 
Amufement; fince, inftead of making any Propo- 
fitions to hi afk’d fome of him; and when he 
fpoke of iihing the ancient Friendihip, and 
concluding a Treaty Fe he was ss 

z that 
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‘that in the firft Place they muft think of an Alliance, 
and o' a Plan of Operations of "War againft Sweden: 
Which Propofitions, ‘twas well known, could not be 
admitted by a Minilter of Great Britain. 

At laft, when the Enterprizes concerted at Aland 
with Baron Gortz, were entirely overthrown by the 
Death of the King of Sweden, the Czar, not finding 
in the Princefs who had fucceeded him, any Inclina- 
tion to purfue fuch unjuft and dangerous Schemes, 
torm'd the Defign of reducing her to it by Force, 
and by Enormities of which tew Examples are found. 
Big with this Projeét, he-took Alarm at the Fleet 
which his Majeftyis oblig’d yearly to fend into the 
Baltick, to protect the Trade of his Subjects. He 
afks, in an imperious and threatning Manner, what 
it was defiyn'd for? And he wrote to Admiral Norre § 
in Terms which the Crown of Great Britain is not 
ufed ro. Yet to all this the King has made no other 
Return, but Offices of Friendihip and Mediation, 
which he caus’d to be offer’d to the Czar by the Lord 
Carteret and Admiral Norv ; but the Czar thought fit 
not to receive their Letters, on Pretence, that they 
had no Credentials to him: A Pretence on which the 
other Powers, in War with Sweden, have rais’d no 
Objection, altho’ their Cafe was the fame. 

As itis not intended to exafperate Things, no Men- 
tion is made here of the ill Treatment done to his 
Mayelty’s Subjeéts in the Czars Dominions; of the 
Englifh Seamen fore’d to ferve on Board the. Xufian 
Fleet ; of Merchants arrefted without Caufe; and 
of Ships unjuftly feiz’d and confifcated with their 
Cargoes. 

His Majefty perfifts in the fame Sentiments of Mo- 
deration towards the Czar, defiring to live with him 
in Amity avid good Intelligence, and to be able to 
difpofe him to reftore Tranquillity in the North, °Tis 
with this View that he renews to him the Offer of his 
Mediation, hoping that he will nor be the only Prince 
in Europe, who thall oppofe fo juft and fo wholfome 
aDefign. It may be averr’d, That nothing is more 
agreeable to his Incereft, fince it is intended to pro- 
cure him a Peace, that will fecure to him a confidera- 
ble Part of his Conquefts. His Majefty hopes that fo 
clear-fighted a Prince as the Czar is, will, in Confi- 
deration of the general Good of Peace, not only mo- 
derate his Pretenfions, but likewife acknowledge, 

: that 
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that ’tis more confiftent with Prudence, to fecure to 
himfelf by found Treaties, and. the Confent of other 

reat Powers, fuch confideraMle Territories as, it is 

oped og be frocur’d to be yielded to him, on 
‘the Part of the Crown of Sweden, than to expofe 
td the Event of a War, which he thall be able to 
or gama alone,* all the Fruits. of his happy Suc- 
ceffes. : 

Sweden neither ought nor can yield Revel to him : 
But yet wit reftoring of that Place, the Czar 
will fill be er of other Ports, and of a large Ex- 
tent of Sea-Coafts on the Baltick. 
The Complaifance which the King is willing to 
fhew, in being the Mediator of a Treaty that thould 
procure fuch Advantages to the Czar, is an invincible 

oof of the Difpofition his Majefty is in to live in 
Amity with hin ;’and if the Publick thould find any 
Fault in fuch a Condué&, *twould be, that in the Opi- 
nion of many, that Complaifance ‘is carry’d too far. 
If after fuch Offers, the Czar perfifts in his Unwill- 
ingnefs to reftore Revel, he will thereby only alaam 
‘all the other Powers, and unite moft of them againft 








‘him. .) 

The fincere Defire the King has to fee a general 
“Peace re-eftablifh’d, and his Forwardnefs to reconcile 
himfelf with the Czar for that Purpofe, incline his 
Majefty to gwe him, on this Occafion, amicable 
Advice, and to exhort him to give it ferious Atten-

_ But if unhappily, and contrary to all Expectation, 
the King’s Advances and g Intentions fhould 
rove nde a through the Czar’s Refufal; and if 
fis Majefty, by Virtue of the Engagements he is

GEORGE R. 

W HEREAS we have receivd Information, 
that frequent Robberies have of late been 

committed upon our good Subjects, pafling and re- 
paffing in the publick Streets, and other Roads in or 
near our Cities of London and Weftminffer, to the 
‘very great Annoyance of our peaceable and loving 
Subjeéts, and in Defiance of the Laws, which do 

ovide fevere Punithments againft fuch Offenders : 
And it being our Royal Intention to put a fpeedy 
and ¢ffeétual Stop to all fitch evil Practices, we have 
therefore thought fit, with the Advice of our Privy- 
Council, to iffte this our Royal Proclamation: And 
for the Encouragement of all ‘Perfons. to be diligent 
and careful in endeavouring to difcover and apprehend 
‘allfuch Kobbers, we do promife and declare, That 
‘whofoever thall difcover and apprehend any Perfon 
ér Perfors, who have, at any Time within three 
Months lait paft, committed, or whe ‘hereafter {hall 
‘eétnmit any Robbery, either in the publick Streets, 
-or other Highway or Road in or near our Cities of 
London and Weftminfer, or within five Miles round 
‘the fame Cities, fo as fuch Perfon or Perfons be con- 
“vigted of the’ fartie’ Offences, fhall have and receive 
fot every one of them fo apprebeniied, and taken, an 
conviéted, as aforéfaid, the Sum of one hundred 
Pounds Sterling, over and above the Sum they may 
“be otherwife entitled to by Law: ‘ Which faid Sum of 
one hundred Pounds for every one of them, the 
Lords Commiffioners of our Treafury are hereby re- 

uir’d and directed to pay accordingly. And if fuch 
Perfor, fo Difcovering and Apprehending, fhal] have 
been an Accomplice with any of the faid Robbers, 
and by reafon thereof ftands in need of our moit gra- 
cious Pardon, we do hereby farther declare, that fuch 
Perfon fhall have our moft gracious Pardon.

HEREAS his Catholick Majefty hath lately 

accepted and agreed to the Treaty made at 
London the Two and twentieth Day of July, One 
thoufand feven hundred and eighteen: And whereas 
thereupon, for preventing the Effufion of Chriftian 
Blood, and for the better Securing the Trade of our 
Kingdoms, and the Dominions thereunto belonging, 
it hath been agreed, between us and his moft Chrifti- 
an Majefty, on the one Part, and his Catholick Ma- 
jefty on the other, by a Convention made at the Hague 
the Eighteenth Day of February, One thoufand feven 
hundred and nineteen, as follows, that is to fay, 
That immediately from and after the faid Eighteenth 
of February, One thoufand feyen hundred and nine- 
teen, there fhould be a er Sufpenfion of all war- 
like Hamers and of all Aéts of Hoftiliry by Sea, 
between the Fleets, Squadrons, and Ships, of us and

faftly, That all Ships, Merchandizes,and Effects, which 
fhaj} happen to be taken after Six Months, from the 
faid Eighteenth Day of February, beyond the Equi- 
noétial Line, in any Seas whatfoever throughout the 
Globe, without any Exception, or farther Diftinction 
of Times or Vlaces, thall be reftor’'d on each Side: 
We have thought fit, by and with the Advice of our 
Privy-Council, to notify the fame to all our loving 
Subjects: And we do Al That our Royal Will 
and Pleafure is, and we do hereby ftrictly charge and 
command all our Officers at Sea, and all other our 
Subjeé&s whatfoever, to forbear all. Ads of Hoftility 
by Sea againft his faid Catholick Majefty, his Vafials, 
or Subjects, from henceforth, under the Penalty of 
incurring our higheft Difpleafure. Given at our Court, 
at St. James's, the Twenty eighth of February, 1719. In 
the Sixth Year of our Reign.

Treaty of Munfler, and that he continu’d in the fame 
Difpofition: But that the Evangelical Body having 
apply'd to the Emperor, and his Electoral Highnefs 
having anfwer'd the Letter he receiv'd on that Subject 
from his Imperial Majefty, he woud wait his faid 
Majefly’s Refolution: That neverthelefs he affur'd his 
Reform’d Subjects, that they thou'd enjoy all the 
Advantages of his paternal Love, in hopes that their 
High Mightinefles wou'd, on the other Fiand, fuffer 
no Prejudice to be done to their Catholick Subjeéts. 
At the fame Time, the faid Commiflioners declar’d: 
to all the other Minifters ot the Proteftant Powers, 
That his Electoral Highnefs did again fincerely affure 
his Proteftant Subje&ts, that he wou'd not in any 
wife moleft them contrary to the Treaty of Weffphalia, 
or other Treaties made with them, or in their Favour ; 
and that in regard to the high Interceflion made for 
‘em, he woud grant them, as he has hitherto done, 
all the Favour, Juftice, and Prote@ion, which can be 
expected from a Father of his Country, provided 
the Catholicks, fettled in Proteftant Countries, are 
treated in the fame Manner, and the Innocent not 
expos'd to Sufferings. And that as the Proteftants 
had laid before the Emperor all the Grievances rais’d 
in the Empire by the Catholicks, and his Imperial 
Majefty had wrote fuch a Letter thereupon as he 
thought fit, his Electoral Highnefs had inform’d his 
Majelty more at large by a Letter of the 5th, which 
he fent to Vienna by Exprefs, and therefore there was 
no Room to doubt of a pofitive Anfwer to the laft 
Keprefentations of the Minifters. 


To this the Minifters of the Proteftant Powers an- 
fwer’d in Subftance as follows. 


} a they acquainted the Emperor with the - 
Grievances of the Proteftants, not with a De- 
fign of referring them to the Dyer, asan Affair that 
concern’d the whole Empire, but only to reprefent to 
his Imperial Majefty, the Injuftice done to the Bro 

teitants 
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teftants in the Empire, to the End, that his moft gra- 
cious and powerful Recommendation might procure 
afpeedy Kemedy, in Cafe the Remonttrances made 
on that Head to the Rom.m Catholick Princes fhou'd 
be of no Effect. That after the repeated Affurances 
his Ele&toral Highnefs has given of his fincere In- 
tentions not to opprefs or difturb his Reform’d Sub- 
jects, contrary to the Treaty of Weffphalia and others, 
a Thing fo often complain’d of, they are extremely 
furpriz d at his Refufal to reftore the Church of che 
Holy Ghoft, and others taken from the Proteftants, as 
well as their Catechifm, and to redrefs all their other 
Grievances, tho’ it was well known that all thefe 
Things are contrary to the Treaty of Wefphalia, the 
Conftitutions of the Empire, and the Treaties made 
between the Eleéor, his Father, and the Proteftant 
States in Favour of the Proteftants in the Palatinate. 
That therefore it was neceflary to go on with the Re- 
rifals againft the Roman Catholicks in the Proteftant 

ominions, leaving all the bad Confequences that 
may enfue to be anfwer'd for by thofe who are the 
Occafion of them. 





About the End of December Count Blankenbeim fent, 


by Order of the Elector Palatine, to Mr: Huldane, 
Minifter of the King of Great Brit.zin, the following 
Order, importing, how Proteftants are to behave 
themfelves when they fhall meet the Holt in the 
Street, which Order the Britifh Minifter was defir’d 
to communicate to the other Minifters of the Pro- 
teftant Princes. 


Hs Electoral Highnefs has been acquainted with 
what the Minifters here prefent on the Part of 
the xog of Great Britain, the King of Prufia, the 
States-Genera] of the United Provinces, and the Land- 
grave of Heffe Caffel, have intimated to his Councellor 
and Great Steward of his Court, Count Mander /cbield- 
Blankenheim, relating to the Order to be obfervd 
by the Reform’d and the Lutheran Subjects, when 
the Holy Viaticum is carrying to fick Perfons ; and what 
Count Manderfcbeid dectar'd to the Minilters of the 
States-General. 

His Eleétoral Highnefs’s Intentions are, that the 
Retorm’d and Lutheran Subjects, who, on fach Occa- 
fions, defignedly are in the Streets, aiid who, to fhew 
their Contempt, will not 1. thal! be oonige . 

2 nee 
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kneel down, their Heads uncover’d; but that thofe 
who retire, fhall not be purfu’d: Thofe on the other 
Hand, who on fuch Occafions are by Chance in the 
Streets, without being able to retire, particularly 
Coachmen, Carmen, Jame and infirm Perfons, and 
thofe who carry heavy Loads, which hinder them 
from retiring into the neighbouring Houfes, thal 
only be oblig’d to take off their Hats. This is what 
Count Manderfcheid ought duly to communicate to 
the abovefaid Minifters.

OON after the States-General had taken the Re- 
w) folution of Acceding to the Quadruple Alliance, 
their High-Mightineffes wrote the following Letter to 
the King of Spain. 


SIR, 

T is impoffible to be more fenfibly affected with 

the Affurances given on the Part of a great King, 
of his Affection and Friendihip, than we are with 
thofe which your Majefty has caus’d to be often re- 
peated to us by your firft Minifter at Madrid, and by 
your Embaffador with us. They flatter us, in a very 
agreeable Manner, with the Continuance of your 
highly valuable Good-will; we ardently wiih to pre- 
ferve it, and we think we cannot better deferve it in 
fo nice a Junéture as the prefent, than by reprefenting, 
with Sincerity, to your Majefty our Sentiments on a 
Point fo capital as is that in which the greateft Part 
of Europe is interefted, and on which no Jefs depends 
than the Re-eftablifhment of the publick Peace and 
Tranquillity. The Confidence which your Majelty 
condefcends to place in us, as we have frequently been 
affur’d, gives us Hopes, that you will be pleas’d to 
hear us favourably, and to have fome Regard for out 
Sentiments and Wilhes, which have no other Aim 
than Peace and the publick Quict, difturb’d by the 
wefent War. All Europe, and particularly ail the 
owers who are concern’d as Parties in the laft Trea- 
ties of Peace, were alarm’d at the breaking ont of 
thefe new Troubles, the Continuance of which in- 


‘ creafes 
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creafes their Uneafinefs, it not being difficult to fore- 
fee the Confequences that may eniue upon it, even 
fuch as tend to plunge Europe again into Miferies and 
Calamities like thofe it underwent in the laft War. 
The moft fpeedy and moft certain Means to prevent 
them, to put an End to the prefent Troubles, and to 
difpel all Uneafinefs, would undoubtedly be, for your 
Majefty to be fo good, as to Jet your felt’ be perfwaded 
to accept the Conditions of Peace which are offer’d 
you, as they ftand in the known Treaty of the Qua- 
druple Alliance. His Imperial Majefty and the Duke 
of Savoy have thought fit to confent to them; we 
hope your Majefty will do the fame. After having 
examin’'d thofe Conditions, and well confider’d the 
whole, we judge them very reafonable, and fuch as 
jour Majefty might well accept, efpecially in the pre- 
ent Situation of Affairs, and by fo doing re-eftablifh 
forthwith Peace and Tranquillity. We ihould have 
Jook’d upon it as a great Happinefs, if your Majeity 
could have determin’d your felf fome Time ago, and 
if the good Offices and Exhortations which we have 
ufed for that purpofe, with moft perfec Affection, had 
avail’d to induce your Majefty to it; but hitherto we 
have not been happy enough to fucceed in it. In the 
mean Time, we faw that the Time or Term regulated 
for leaving your Majefty Liberty to accept the Condi- 
tions propos d, had elaps’d; we ufed our Intereft with 
the contracting Powers in the Quadruple Alliance, to 
obtain a new Term, tothe End your Majefty might 
ftill have Leifure to take on this Subje&t a favourable 
Refolution, fo neceffary for the publick Repofe. We 
flatter our felves, that we ihall have ftill Three Months 
more, to be reckon’d from the Date of this prefent 
Letter, for a fufticient Delay, but without Hopes of 
any farther Prolongation: And as we thereby remain 
jn a Capacity to renew and redouble our good Offices 
and our friendly Endeavours with your Majefty, to 
difpofe you within the faid Three Months to agree to 
the Conditions of Peace fpecify’d in the above-men- 
tion'd Alliance ; we intreat your Majefty, by the 
Friendthip which you profefs for our Republick, and 
by your frequently decar'd Love for the publick Peace 
and Repofe, to be pleas’d at length to fuffer your felf 
to be perfwaded to it. This we promife our felves 
from ~ Majefty’s great Wifdom and Piety, which 
{hould engage you to prefer Peace to War, and the 
; 4 ‘yan- 
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Tranquillity of your Subjedts, and that of all Europe, 
to the Troubles and Calamities to which a longer 
Continuance of the War would evidently expofe them. 
A pacifick Determination will give more Splendour to 

our Majefty’s Glory, than you can promife your felf 
From a longer War, even though it fhould bring your 
Majefty more happy Succeffes than you have had of 
Yate. Weare therefore in firm Expectation, that your 
Majefty, following your own Inclinations, will turn 

our Thoushts towards Peace, and refolve to accept 
the Conditions, which we cannot but look uponas 
the fhorteft Way, and, in the prefent Situation of 
Affairs, the only one for attaining it. We do the 
more earneftly with it, becaufe if, contrary to all Ex- 
= we fhould be fo unfortunate, notwith- 

anding all our friendly and often repeated Inftarices, 
as not to be able to perfwade your Majefty to accept 
at length, before the Expiration of the aforefaid 
Three Months, thofe Conditions; your Majefty your 
felf will judge, feeing we have fo great an Intereft 
in the Re-eltablifhment and Prefervation of Peace, 
and that we have fo long deferr'd acceding to the 
faid Alliance, in Hopes your Majefty would take a 
favourable Refolution, that at jaft, in fo unlook’d for 





a Cafe, we fhall not be able any longer to ee 


ing with the Powers who have propos'd thofe Con- 
ditions, and proceeding accordingly to fign the Qua- 
druple Alliance, as alfo the fecret and feparate Articles, 
and that afterwards we fhall be oblig’d to take with 
the faid Powers, the Meafures refulting frem that Alli- 
ance and from thofe Articles. But as we ihould look 
upon the Neceffity we fhould be under of entering 
into thofe Meafures as a Misfortune, we conjure you 
to prevent that Misfortune, by accepting thofe Con- 
ditions. Your Majefty cannot give usa more agree- 
able nor more convincing Mark of your Affection, 
for which we have all imaginable Efteem ; nor 
a more illuffrious .or more real Proof of your 
unfeignied Inclination to a Peace, fo much defir’d on 
all Sides. We conclude, by protefting fincerely, that 
as we have nothing more at Heart than the Re-efta- 
bliihment and Prefervation of the publick Peace and 
Quiet, fo it will always be our Care to cultivate your 
Majefty’s Friendihip, and to demonftrate the high 
£fteem we have.of it. 
At the Hague, the 16th of December, 1719.

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About the fame Time that this Letter bears Date, 
his Catholick Majefty fent to Cardinal Alberoni, by 
Don Miguel Duran, Secretary of State, an Order 
written with his own Hand, forbidding him to med- 
dle with the Affaiis of the Government, or to appear 
in the Palace or any where elfe before their Catholick 
Majefties, or to come into the Prefence of any Prince 
or Princefs of the Royal Family; commanding him 
alfo to leave Madrid in eight Days, and co depart the 
Territories of Spain in three Weeks, concluding, Thac 
he had taken this Refolution in order to remove all 
Obftacles to Peace. 

The Court of Spain forefeeing that this Difgrace 
of the Cardinal would make a great Noife, thoughe 
fit to give the Publick fome Account of it, and caus'd 
the following Article to be inferted in the Madrid Ga- 
zette, publiih’d by Authority. 

The King being difpos’d to procure, as foon as poffi- 
ble, to his Subjects, the Advantages of a General 
Feace, and to endeavour to conclude forthwith ho- 
nourable and beneficial Treaties that may be lafting : 
In this View, being willing co remove all the Ob- 
ftacles that might in the leaft retard a Work which fo 
nearly concerns the publick Weltare, as alfo for other 
ma Reafons, his Majefty has thought proper to 
remove Cardinal Alberoni from the Adminiftration of 
Affairs, and to order him at the fame Time to leave 
thefe Kingdoms and return to Jtaly, 





This Revolution in the Spanif Miniftry was gene- 
rally regarded as a certain Prelude to an enfuing Peace ; 
and no fooner was the News of it brought to Paris, 
than the Abbot Dubow writ the following Letter to

Majefty. 
Paris, December 18, 1719. 

My Lord, , aie 
| Am perfwaded that in the prefent Juncture of Af- 

fairs, 1 cannot impart to. your Excellency a Piece 
ot News more agreeable or more important to our 
common Interefts, than what 1 am now order’d to 
fend you by Exprefs. 

His Royal Highnefs has juft receiv’d certain Advice, 
that the King and Queen of Spain have at length 
taken the Refolution to remove Cardinal <Alderoni 
from the Miniftry, and to fend him out of Spain. The 

5th 
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sth of this Month the King and Queen going to 
the Pardo to hunt, put into the Hands of Don Miguel 
Duran, his Secretary of State, a Decree, written by 
the King’s own Hand, forbidding Cardinal Alberont 
to meddle in the Affairs of the Government, to come 
to the Palace, or any other Place where their Catho- 
lick Majefties or any Prince of the Royal Family are 
prefent, and order’d him to quit Madrid in eight Days, 
and the Dominions of Spain in three Weeks. This 
Order was intimated to him before the King and 
Queen return’d from Hunting, and his Catholick 
Majefty took Care to infertin his Decree, that he 
enter d into the faid Refolution to remove that Obfta- 
cle to the Peace. 

As foon as_his Royal Highnefs was inform’d 
of this, he orderd me to fend your Lordihip an 
Exprefs of it, that a Moment might not be loft in 
acquainting the King of Great Byitazin with that Event, 
which is the Continuation of the Succefs of thofe 
Meafures which his Majefty has taken, in Concert 
with his Allies, for the Ke-eftablifhment of the pub- 
lick Tranquillity, and for the Security of England in 
particular. 

*Tis impoffible to hear this, my Lord, without re- 
fle&ting on the Juftice due to your Excellency, for ha- 
ving propos’d fuch vaft Projects, and fuch yuft Mea- 
fures for bringing them to pafs, and for preventing, 
by Care and eafy Expence, the infinite Calamities 
which might enfue upon a general War. His Royal 
Highnefs is full of the Acknowledgment due to you, 
and none can be more fenfible of the Glory which 
the King, your Mafter, and your whole Nation ac- 
quire in Circumftances, which decide the Happinefs 
of all Europe. 

Thefe are the real Sentiments of his Royal High- 
nefs, who is as much concern’d for the Honour of his 
Britifo Majefty, as his own, and who looks upon all 
Fvents that may contribute to re-eftablith the publick 
Tranquillity, as the happy Fruits of the Treaties 
which he has made with England. And he is willing 
to omit or negleét nothing whatfoever that may knit 
the Bands thereof bya perfect Correfpondence, and 
by all the Regards that Friendihip is capable of In- 
fpiring. He will punually inform the King of 
Great Britain of whatever he hears may be the Con- 

fequence 
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fequence of the Refolution which the King of Spain has 
now taken, and as he is, notwithftanding, not to make 
any the leaft Step but in Concert with his Britannick 
Majefty, he defires that your Lordihip would inform 
him of his Intentions, upon all the Meafures proper 
to be taken in the prefent Juncture, for the common 
Intereft and Advantage. 

His Royal Highnefs is fo impatient that the King 
of Great Britain may be intorm’d immediately of this 
Event, that 1 fhall now forbear to mention feveral 
other Things which it would be proper to give you 
an Account of at another Time; therefore to this 
News I fhall only add the Affurances of the Conti- 
nuance of that moft fincere Attachment with which 
Lam, €9¢. 





P. S. Cardinal Alberoni, baving a Mind to go from 
Girona to Antibes, and from thence to Genoa, or fome 
other Part of \taly, bas demanded a Paffport of France 
and all the other Allies, for his Perfou, Domefticks, and 


Baggage. 


On the Receipt of this Letter his Britannick Ma- 
jefty thought fic to fend Ear] Stanhope to Par#, where 


arriv'd on the oth of January, and had been there 
but few Days, when new Overtures of Peace were 
made on the Part of pain, at Pars, by the Abbot 
Landi, Minifter of Parma; and at the Hague, by 
the Marquis Beretti Landi, Embaffador of Spain. 


Thefe Conditions or Overtures, made to the Re- 
gent, were communicated to the Minifters of the 
refpective Powers concern’d in the Quadruple Alli- 
ance, who, onthe roth, came to the following Ke- 
folutions. 


TE the underwritten Minifters of his Imperial 
Majefty, of his Britannick Majefty, of his 

Moft Chriftian Majefty, and of his Majefty the Kin 
of Sardinia, declare, in the Name and on the Part o 
our Mafters, that we have feen,: with extreme Grief, 
the Propofitions fent trom Madrid the sth of this 
Month, becaufe, inftead of drawing towards Peace, 
as might have been hoped, they tend to overthrow 
entirely the Conditions of the Treaty made at Lon- 
don, which ought to ferve - the unalterable Bafis 4 
the 
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the Peace. We alfo declare, That the abovefaid 
Powers cannot admit any Conditions which may be 
contrary to thofe of the Treaty of London, and that 
they will perfilt in their Engagements, and in Concert 
’till they be executed : So that they will proceed alfo by 
Virtue of the fame Treaty, and of the Convention 
newly made in Holland, to nominate forthwith the 
Princes which are to fucceed in the Dominions of 
Tufcany and Parma, to the Exclufion of the Prince of 
Sain, in Cafe the Catholick King thould defer, beyond 
the Term ftipulated, to accept the Conditions of the 
Treaty of London.

The fame Day the Abbot du Bow wrote the fol- 
lowing Letter to the Abbot Landi, Minifter of Parma.

I Did not fail to make Report to his Royal High- 
nefs of what you were pleas’d to communicate to 
me of the King of Spain’s Intentions touching the 
Means of attaining Peace. His Royal Highnefs was 
of Opinion, That in this Circumftance, that the 
Powers concern’d having —- Minifters here, 
n 


and particularly at the Time when my Lord Stanhope, 
who has the chief Configence of the King of Great 
Britain, is at Pars, he ought to invite them together, 
to deliberate with them on the Catholick King’s Pro- 
pofitions, which had been communicated to him, and 
to examine whether it might be poffible to make them 
ferve to forward a Peace; but how great foever his 
Royal Highnefs’s Defire is to contribute to fo defira- 
blea Good, he finds he muft yet be without that Sa- 
tistaction ; and orders me, Sir, to acquaint you, that 
he fees, with extreme Grief, that the King of Spain's 
Propofitions, far from facilitating the Means towards 
it, as he could have hoped, tend to overthrow entire- 
ly the Conditions of the Treaty of London, which 
ought to ferve for the Bafis of the Peace, and re? 
whic 
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which he cannot poflibly depart : That the Minifters 
of the Emperor, of the King of Great Britain, and 
of the King of Sardinia, have explain’d to his Koyal 
Highnefs-their Sentiments to the fame Effect, and have 
declar’d, That they cannot admit of any Modification 
about the fulfilling of the Treaty of London. His 
Royal Highnefs cannot refufe to concur with the faid 
Powers for obtaining it, and to proceed, by Virtue of 
the fame Treaty, aaa the Convention made in Hol- 
land, immediately to nominate the Princes who thal] 
fucceed in the Dominions of Jufcany and Parma, to 
the Exclufion of the Prince of Spain, in Cafe the 
Catholick King defers, beyond the Term ftipulated, 
to accept the Conditions of the Treaty of London. 

It would be a melancholy Thing, Sir, if that En- 
agement fhould create a new Objitacle to the Re- 
eftablifhment of the Peace; but this Misfortune will 
be inevitable, if the King of Spain does not prevent 
it by a Refolution worthy his Piety, and conformable 
to his true Intereft. And as his Royal HighnefS will 
never be wanting to give toa Prince, whofe Virtues 
he refpects, and to whom he is ftrictly united by the 
Ties of Blood, new Marks of his Attachment, he 
has order’d me to give you to underftand, that you 
camnot too ftrongly reprefent all that I] have the Ho- 
nour to write to you on his Part, nor make too 
lively Inftances to ingage the King of Spain not to 
lofe one Moment more, to take and declare his Refo- 
lutions ; becaufe the Adv.:ntages referv’d to the Princes, 
his Children, Sons to the Queen, abfolutely depend 
thereon, and would be loft for ever if he fhould 
make the leaft Delay in accepting the Conditions of 
the Treaty otf London; and to give to the Marquis 
Scotti, and to the Catholick King’s Miniftry, all the 
Lights they_can with for, touching the Sentiments of 
the ally'd Powers, his Royal Highnefs has jude’d, 
that he could do nothing more ufetul in the prefent 
Conjundture, than to fend to them M. Schaub, who is 
inthe King of Great Britain’s Service, and has a per- 
fe& Knowledge of all that relates to the Treaty of Lon- 
don, and of the prefent Difpofition of the Allies, and 
in whom they have an equal good Confidence. I de- 
fire you to acquaint the Marquis Scotti with the good 
Motives uk hove ut his Royal Highnefs upon this 
Aim, and to defire him to make Ufe of them on fo 


important and prefling an Occafion as this is ; and I

The Abbot dz Bow wrote alfo, the fame Day, a Let- 
ter to the Marquis Scotti, Munifter of Parma, at Ma- 
drid, which is as follows. 


H*® Royal Highnefs wifhes as ardently as your 
- felf, Sir, to fee a perfect Union reftor’d betwixt 
the two Crowns; _ but there is no attaining it but by 
a Peace ; and you know the Way to it, fince you are 
inform’d of the Engagements of the King with his 
Allies, from which it is impoflible to depart in any 
Cafe whatever. It his Catholick Majefty will but 
take Notice of this Circumftance, all the reft will be- 
come eafy. It is not poflible to procure a Sufpenfion 
of Arms betwixt France and Spain, to the Exclufion 
of the other Powers ingag’d in the War ; and it 
would be ufelefs to propofe it to them, becaufe it 
would be contrary to the Refolution which they have 
taken, not to lay down their Arms ‘till the Treaty 
ot London be accomplith'd; and alfo becaufe it would 
be impoflible to caufe the faid Sufpenfion to be executed 
at the fame Time in all the different Countries whi- 
ther the War has been carry’d. You know, by this 
Time, that as foon as his Royal Highnefs was in- 
form’d of the Difpofitions of his Catholick Ma- 
jefty to Peace, by the Exprefs you fent me, and that 
it was his Majefty’s Defire, thar the Orders given for 
the demolithing of the Fortifications of Fontarabias 
ihould be fufpended, he fent pofitive Orders to Fon- 
zarabia by the fame Courier, and certainly all Things 
will remain there in the fame Condition as they were 
at the Time of his Arrival there; but if the Forces 
of his Catholick Majefty go upon any Enterprize, I 
cannot promife you, that the Demolidhing of the 
Works of Fontarabia, and likewife of St. Sehaftian, 
fhall not be carry’d on. 1 give you this Notice of it 
by Way of Precaution, that his Catholick Ma- 
jefty may not fay, that the Promifes made to him on 
that Point, have not been perform’d; for it is no lefs 
agreeable to the Laws of War to deftroy conquer’d 
Fortreffes, than to commit any other Kind of Holti- 
lities ; and it would not be reafonable to expect For- 
bearances from one Side, whilft no: Meafures are kept 

, on 
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onthe other: But I hope that a fpeedy and generous 
Kefolution of the King of Spain for em, will put 
an End to all thofe Inconveniencies: It is with that 
only View his Royal Highnefs has defir’d that Mr. 
Schaub fhould go to Madrid, to give youa plain and 
genuing Account of the State of Affairs, thereby to 
give you an Opportunity of forming a right ade 
ment of the true and prefling Interefts of his Carho- 
lick Majefty. Mr. Schaub is a Gentleman of great 
Sincerity, very well affected, and likewife very well 
inform’d of all that has been tranfaéted, and, confe- 
quently, has a pertes&t Knowledge of the Intentions 
of all the Allies.

Having given an Account of what was done at 
Paris about thefe new Conditions of Peace, we thall 
bring under the fame Article what was done at the 
Hague ; where, on the roth of Fanuarz, the States- 
General receiv'd the following Aniwer to the Letter 
which their High-Mightinefles wrote to the King of 
Spain inferted above, Page 68. 


Moft dear and great Friends, 
M Colfter, your Embaffador, has deliver'd to me 
o the Letter of the 1th of December, wherein 
you a¢quaint me, That the Intereft which you take 
in maintaining Friendihip and good Corre{pondence 
with me, and the Defire you have to ftop the fatal 
Confequences of the prefent War, had induc’d you 
to employ your good Offices with the Princes Con- 
tractors in the Quadruple Alliance, for obtaining a 
new Term, in order to leave me at Liberty to accept 
the Conditions which are therein propos‘d to me, be- 
caufe the firft Term that was fettled was already ex- 
ss but that you hoped to negociate another of 
hree Months, to be reckon’d from the Day of the 
Date of your Letter: And as on this Occafion you

of Europe, notwithftanding the great Sacrifice I mu 
make to fucceed therein, and being defirous alfo to 
condefcend to your Perfwafions and repeated Inftances, 
J have confented to adhere to the Subftance of the 
faid Treaty of Quadruple Alliance, with fome Addi- 
tions and Conditions, of which you will be inform’'d 
by my Embaffador, the Marquis Beretti Landi, whe 
is order’d to give you the Particulars of them, te the 
End you may communicate them to the Allies inte- 
sefted in that [reaty.

Qn the 22d of Fanuary the Marquis Beretti Landi, 
Embaffador of Spain, prefented to the States the 
Propofitions of Peace which he had receiv’d from 
Madrid; but they being drawn up in Spanifh, he was 
defir’d, for preventing all Miftakes, to give them in 
French; which having done, the States invited the 
Imperial, Britif, and French Minifters to a Conterence 
on the 24th in the Morning, and_acquainted them, 
that having receiv’d from that Embaffador certain 
Propofitions, which had been tranfmitted to him 
from his Court, they would only do the common 
Office of communicating them to them; which they 
did accordingly in the following Terms. THE 
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HE Refolution of the King of Spain, is to ac- 
T cept in Subftance the Treaty of Quadruple Alli- 
ance, with the Expreffions, Circumftances, and Addi- 
tions, contain’d in the following XI Articles. 


I. The Reftizution of all the Places which have 
been taken in this War, either in Europe, or in the 
i Indies. 

I. AH the Troops that are aétually in Sicily, to be 
fafely tranfported to Spain, with the Artillery, Arms, 
and Ammunition. 

WI. The Reftitution of all the Gallies and Men of 
War taken, and efpecially thofe in the Fight of the 
mith of dugu/t 1718, in the Sea of Sicily; and alfo 
the Reftitution of a Ship of Martinet’s Squadron, 
which, againft all good Faith, has been ftopp’d at 
Bref, where the went into Port coming from the 
Weft Indies, with the Money and Cargo which belong’d 
to the King. 

lV. That the Ceffion of the Kingdom of Sicily, 
in Favour of the Houfe of Auffria, thall be couchd 
in the fame Terms, and with the fame Conditions, as 
that which was made at Utrecht, in Favour of the 
Duke of Savoy; that is to fay, the Right of Rever- 
fion thall be ftipulated in Favour of Spain, in Default 
of the Male Line. 

V. That the Place of Gibraltar, and that of Port-

VI. That the Kingdom of Sardinia thai remain to

VII. That the Places of Orbitello and Porto Hercole 
{hall be reftor’d to Spain. 

VIM. That the Succeffions of the Dominions ef 
Tufcany and Parma, in Favour of the Prince Don 
Carlos, and other Children of the Queen of Spain, 
fhall be free from all Imperial Inveftiture ; and that 
the Children, both Male and Female, thall be com- 

ehended therein; and that no other Garrifons {hall 

put into the Places of the faid Dominions, than 
ve Troops, it being propos’d, at the fame Time, 

t the Prince Don Carlos thall go over to Florence, 
for the greater Satisfaction of thofe People. 

1X. That Reftitution fhall be follicited of the

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and all his Family; feeing that in the Inveftiture 
which Pope Peul FIT. gave at the Ereétion of thie faid 
Dutchy, the Females are nominated after the Male 
and even the natural Children of the Houfe of 
Farnefe. 

X. That the Dominion and Commerce of the We 
Endies be regulated according to the Treaties which 
were made at Urrecht, 

XI. His Catholick Majefty referves to himfelf the 
exhibiting, by his Minifters in the Congrefs, other 
Affairs which concern his Subjects, and all other Mat- 
ters nee done in a like Congrefs. 

His Catholick Majefty will nominate the Plenipo- 
— as foon as the Place of Congrefs thal be 
nam'd. 





On the 24th the States~-General pafs’d the follow- 
ing Refolution, which they communicated Yefterdap 
to the Marquis Reretti Landi, as well as to the Impe- 
vial, Britif, and French Minifters.

J A7HEREAS the moft Serene Prince, my Ne- 
phew, Lewis the Fifteenth, King of France 
and Navarre, and the moft Serene Prince George, King 
of Great Britain, have form’d a Proje& of a Treaty 
to eftablith a lafting Tranquillity in Europe, and in 
order thereunto, to procure a good Peace and a fin- 
cere Reconciliation between the Powers now ingag’d
